Quinn assails ballot foe over 
his business links t

COLLINSVILLE — Patrick 
Quinn, Democratic nominee for 
Illinois state treasurer, said 
Wednesday his Republican oppo- 
nent, Greg Baise, has ‘‘compro- 
mised his independence’”’ by hav- 
ing business ties with Collinsville 
developer Gary Fears. 

Quinn said he doesn’t believe 
Baise’s pledge that, if elected, 
he would separate himself from 
a decision on whether .to allow 
refinancing of the troubled East- 
port Plaza Holiday Inn, in which 

‘ears is a partner. 

The loan restructuring of the 
hotel — originally a Hilton hotel 
— is the second in two years 
sought by Fears, a former Gran- 
ite Citian. 3 

Quinn, speaking from Chicago, 
said Baise cquld not objectively 
assign an independent panel to 
consider refinancing a $17 mil- 
lion loan owed to the state for 
the facility. 

Fears hosted a $250-per-person 
fund raiser for Baise on Sept. 5. 

Fears also is a partner in an 


electronic paging company that . 


hired Baise as a consultant 
between December 1989 and 
April 1990, Baise acknowledged 
in a, telephone interview Wednes- 


day. 

The consultant fee paid to 
Baise by the company, seeking 
to. expand into Illinois, was 
$7,500 per month. 

Baise, contacted in Mount Ver-” 
non while on a campaign fly- 
around, said he believes incum- 
bent Democratic Treasurer Jer- 
ry Cosentino has the responsibili- 
ty for making a decision 
regarding Fears’ request for res- 
tructuring of .the 1982 state loan 
used to finance the hotel. 

Cosentino has said he is 
unsure whether he will consider 
the request and may leave the 
decision to his successor 
either Baise or Quinn 

“Jerry Cosentino has this refi-. 
nancing question before him,” 
Baise Sad “He has already set- 
tled the Ramada Renaissance 
issue, and he should attend to 
this ‘one also.””

However, in the event Cosenti- 
no does not resolve the issue pri-

refinancing issue. 

But, Baise acknowledged, he 
would ultimately have responsi- 
bility for naming such a panel. 

“] think the real question here 
is what is in the best long-range 
(economic) interest for the peo- 
ple of that area. Has this (hotel) 
fulfilled its economic promise to 
generate growin I think it has," 
Baise said. 

Quinn said, ‘‘The voters in 
November will not be voting on 
a panel — .they’ll be voting on a 
candidate with the good judg- 
ment to know the difference 
between public service and 
self-service. 

“I think Mr. Baise manifested 
very poor judgment in accepting 
$7,500 a month as a consultant,” 
Quinn said. 

Baise’s offer to appoint a pan- 
el to consider the debt restruc- 
turing ‘‘is like putting perfume 
on-a skunk,’’- Quinn said:. 

“This loan should not be refi- 
nanced a second time and who-. 
ever is the treasurer should have 
the backbone to protect taxpay- 
ers and enforce the contract.

BAC has record fall enrollment

BELLEVILLE — The _ local 
community college, including its 
Granite City campus, is experi- 
encing its ‘‘greatest enrollment 
ever for the fall semester,” said 
College President Joe Cipfl. 

Belleville Area College student 

enrollment has: jumped 9.7 per- 
cent, Cipfl said. 
+ More than 23,000 students are 
expected to attend BAC's three 
campuses and its extension cen- 
ters during the 1990-91 school 
year, an increase from the 21,000 
students -who passed through 
BAC’s halls during the 1989-90 
sthool year, Cipfl said. 

The most sig ant_enroll- 
ment increase is at the Red Bud 
campus, where:.the number of 
students has risen 69 percent, 
from 433 students in fall 1989 to 
733 this semester, Cipfl said.

At the Belleville campus,

“At Granite City, 2,796 students

have affected other areas of the 
- college, including child-sitting 

services, Cipfl said. Offered at 
the Belleville and’ Granite City 
campuses, the service is now 
operating at maximum level, he 
said. 

College officials hope to start 
a similar service at the Red Bud 
campus in.the near future.
